When Cleveland Voted. 

It was just 11 o’clock when ex-President 
‘Cleveland cot around ling place at the 
corper of Sixty-seventh streat and Park avenue. 
He nodded pleasantly to the men in Tammany 
booth ashe passed by and seemed in great 
good humor. He worea fawn-colored over- 
coat and black derby hat. 

Another account of the election in this city 
today proved unusually exciting. Up to 9 
o’clock the question of the successful candi- 
date for governor wasin doubt. in New York 
city Fiower had up to that time made a poor 
showing, and even his later majority of only 
58,000 is much Jess than the natural demo- 
cratic majority of the metropolis. The falling 
off here is attributed to the chairman of the 
county democracy in resenting the exclusion 
of their deiegates from the Saratoga convention 
Kings county came somewhat to the rescue. 
Richmond and Queens counties also showed 
decided gains for the democratic candidates. 
It seemed at first that Flower could hardly 
carry the city by more than 50,000, but late re- 
turns showed remarkable gains from districts 
which are controlled by ‘Tammany hall, the 
résult being a majority for Flower in this city 
of over 58,000. 

By 10 o’clock a sufficient number of figures 
had been obtained from districts in ail parts of 
the state, outside of New York county, by 
which a comparison with the vote in this city 
showed that Flower’s majority in the state 
would be about 25,000.

There was intense excitement around news- 
paper bulletin boards, in the leading ciubs 
and uptown resorts, where the news was 
quickly known, There was cheering and 
counter-cheering, according as the fluctuating 
figures séemed to render the issue up to 9 
o’ciock more and more in doubt. 

The democracy carried both congressional dis- 
tricts, the 10th and 12th—Little, of the latter 
district, Flower’s, being elected and Cochran 
being re-elected from the 10th. 

The list of state senators elected shows that 
Tammany carried all the senatorial districts 
except the 8th, which was carried by the re- 
publicans, in the assembly, Tammany demo- 
crats gaining one district.

The Returns Coming in. 

At 12:45 returns are beginning to come in 
more freely. They show that in the cities, al- 
most without exception, Campbell made good 
gaines over 1890, and in many places gains 
over his vote,two years ago, but the coun 
try vote saves McKinley. That 
is the reverse of Campbell’s own 
estimate, at least so faras the country vote is 
concerned. He seems not to have taken into 
consideration the fact that the country vote is 
the hardest tochange. One thing, however, 
that greatly hurt the democrats, and which, 
while regarded as one of the unknown fac- 
tors, was expected to cut the otherJway, was 
the people’s party. 

The People’s Party Hurt the Democrats. 

In the democratic northwest the people’s 
party stuck, taking many votes from the demo- 
cratic ticket. Allen county, for instance, 
which has usually been good for 1,400 demo- 
cratic plurality, gives but little over 700, This 
is Cal Brice’s home and the people’s movement 
was strong there through opposition to him.

PHILADELPHIA, November 4.—[Special.]— 
The republicans carry the state by 35,000 to 
40,000 majority, and the city by probably 
20,000. 

The Times says: Returns from this city and 
state are coming in very slowly, but enough 
are now at hand to indicate that the repub- 
licans have carried everything. Gregg, repub- 
lican, is elected auditor general by from 25,000 
to 40,000 majority, and Morrison is electod 
state treasurer by probably 20,000 to 30,000 
majority. 

In this city McCreary is elected city troas- 
urer by about 10,000 to 15,000 majority, and 
Shields, register of wills, by probably 20,000. 

The contestin the city has been one-of 
great energy, and the republican machine has 
spent more money than ever before in an off 
year, and debauchery ran riotin many of the 
lower wards of the city, and thousands of trad- 
ing democrats voted direct for the republican 
candidates, while the thousands of the keepers 
of speak-easies, gambling dens and houses of 
prostitution were rallied tothe support of the 
ticket by promises of police protection for 
crime.

NEBRASKA. 

OmAHA, Neb., November 3.—The election is pro- 
gressing very slowly, owing to the Australian 
system, which is being used for the first time. 
There are 119 candidates to vote for in this city on 
the state, county and municipal tickets, and it re- 
quires from six to eight minutes for voters to 
prepare their ballots. As a consequence, the vote 
will be very light. The day is dark and cold, but 
dry. The religious question is playing a leading 
role in the municipal contest, the Catholic forces 
being pitted against the anti-Catholic American 
Protective Association. The feeling is running 
very high. 

Last year the total vote of the state was 204,000 
but indications are now that not over 190,000 were 
cast today. A large part of this shrinkage has 
come from the Farmers’ Alliance element because 
of the changed situation. Last year there was 
almost a complete failure of crops in a part of the 
state and the disaffected agriculturalists took op- 
portunity to vote as the calamity howlers of the 
independent party dictated in the hopes of better- 
ing their condition. This year the crops are im- 
mense, andthe farmers have had no time to or- 
ganize. Many of them have returned to the old 
party affiliations, but the withdrawal of the dem- 
ocratic ticket and the virtual endorsement of the 
independent nominees gave the latter great 
strength and made the outcome problematic. 
in many of the western counties the democrats 
did not put up local tickets, but surrendered 
their strength to the independents. In most of 
the large cities and towns, including Omaha, fac- 
tional fights complicate affairs. 

A light vote was polled throughout the state, 
but the count proceeds slowly on adcount of the 
great length of the tickets. The Australian sys- 
tem of voting caused littleconfusion. Meager re- 
turns indicate that Post, republican, for supreme 
judge, is receiving a majority of the democratic 
votes, and will gooutof the county with nearly

KANSAS, 

KANSAS City, Mo., November 3.—Dispatches 
received from all parts of Kansas where elections 
are being held today show that an orderly and 
closely contested election is in progress, Perhaps 
never in the history of the state has the situation 
been more complicated. The republicans are 
thoroughly aroused and fighting the people's 
party hard. While thereare no state officers to 
be elected, yet in judicial districts and counties 
party lines are closely defined, and the fight is 
waged on the general principles of the people’s 
party and republican doctrines. The democrats 
have no hope of success, except where they have 
fused with the people’s party, and the contest 
with them is more tor organization than office. 

Nine district judges were voted for in Kansas 
today, andineach of the eighteen counties the 
following oflicers: Treasurer, clerk, sheriff, regis- 
ter of deeds, surveyor, coroner and one county 
commissioner. It will be a difficult matter, even 
after the returns are in unless the victory is 
Sweeping, to tell the result or totell whether the 
people’s party has gained or lost during the last 
year. Dispatches from all overthe state say the 
weather has been wretchéd, a drizzling mist fall- 
ingalldayanda raw wind blowing. The vote 
was very light everywhere. Besides the light vote 
the only noticeable feature of the polling is the 
failure of suballiances to vote in blocks as they 
did last year when they swept the state. 

Dispatches from various counties in Kansas 
show that the alliance did not hold its own at to- 
day’s election.

RICHMOND, Va., November 3.—While the weather 
has been favorable for the election, indications 
are that a small vote was polled in this state to- 
day for members of the legislature. But meager 
returns have been received, all of which are favor- 
able to the democrats. The cities of Richmond, 
Danville, Petersburg, Norfolk, Portsmouth and 
Fredericksburg elect democrats without opposi- 
tion. Patrick county is conceded democratic by 
200, Franklin by at least 100, and Henry county 
close, 

About three-fourths of the state has been heard 
from, which shows that 16 senatorial dis- 
tricts haye elected democrats, with 4 districts 
to hear from.

THE SUBTREASURY 


Was the Issue Decided in Missis- 
sippl. 
PRIMARIES SETTLED THE RESULT, 


And the People at the Ballot Box 
Have Ratified It. 


SENATORS GEORGE AND WALTHALL 


Will Be Re-Elected to Serve Another Six 
Years in the United States 
Senate. 


Jackson, Miss., November 3.—[Special.]— 
Besides members of the legislature at the 
election in Mississippi today, three railroad 
commissioners, nine district (prosecuting) at- 
torneys and all county and county district of- 
ficers were elected. The terms of all are tixed 
under the new constitution at four years. Ex- 
cept federal elections, there will not be an- 
other election in the state until 1895. 

Messrs. Sessions, Askew and McLaurin, the 
present popular railroad commissioners and 
the democratic nominees for re-election, had 
no opposition, and in at least three-fourths of 
the counties the democracy makes nomina- 
tions for county officers from sheriff down to 
constable, and except in abalf dozen or less 
counties the democratic nominees have no op- 
position. None of the nine democratic nomi- 
nees for district attorney had any opposition, 


sand exceptina few counties that make no 


nominations, the vote was very light, the con- 
tests having been really decided at the demo- 
cratic primary elections. 

The great fight in the state has been over 
the legislature. Under the old constitution 
the house of representatives consisted of 120 
members, olected every two years, and the 
senate was composed of forty members, half 
of whom were elected” every two years and 
whose terms were four years; thus half of the 
body retired every. two years, the remaining 
half holding over. Under the uew constitu- 
tion the house consists of 133 members and 
the senate of forty-five members, both bodies 
being elected for four years. 

Senator George's term expires March 4, 
1893, and Senator Walthall’s March 4, 1895, 
and under t! operations of the new constitu- 
tion, making tlhe tenure of the legislators four 
years, successors to both senators must be 
elected by the next legislature. 

The Senatorial Canvass. 

The history of the senatorial canvass just 
closed is too well known to require detailing 
here, but the points at issue can be briefly 
stated. Just before the adjournment of con- 
gress a suballiance in Carroll county, the home 
of Senator George, wrote letters to both our 
senators, at Washington, asking their views 
onthe subtreasury scheme. Both promptly 
replied, opposing the scheme and giving their 
reasons for their opposition. Immediately The 
Chickasaw Messenger, owned and edited by 
Hon. Frank Burkitt, a vigorous and able 
writer and the state lecturer of the Farmers’ 
Alliance, in a double-leaded editorial, under 
the heading ‘Goodby, Senators,” declared 
against the re-election of both senators, and 
began a campaign having for its object the 
election of members of the legislature pledged 
to vote for no candidate for the United States 
senate who was not in favorof the Ocala 
platform in its entirety. Expressions of sub- 
alliances against all. candidates hostile to the 
g@mbtreasury schome rushed in thick and fast.

Major Barksdale made a fine canvass, speak- 
ing often and efficiently and won signal vic- 
tories in several doubtful counties, but he 
could not carry the subtreasury scheme to suc- 
cess.

ans, while 19 come from counties or dis- 
tricts where no nominations are made. They 
are nearly all democrats and are divided in 
their preferences for senator. 

In the unpledged vote is counted two who 
are pledged not to vote, by reason of contra- 
instructions where they represent two coun- 
ties.

Inside the Party. 

The fight has been made by the subtreasury 
people inside of the democratic party, and the 
number of alliancemen who could be led into 
athird party in this state was very small. 
Besidesthe requirement of registration four 
months before the election, every elector must 
have resided two years in the state, one year 
inthe precinct in which he offersto vote, 
must produce satisfactory evidence that he 
has paid all taxes legally required of 
him, and which he has had opportunity to do, 
before the Ist day of February of the year 
that he offers to vote, due by him for the pre- 
ceding two years, He must not have been 
convicted of bribery, burglary, theft, arson, ob- 
tuining goods or money under false pretenses, 
perjury, forgery, embezzlement or bigamy. In 
addition tothe above requirements, the Aus- 
tralian ballot system is the manner of voting. 
All tickets are furnished by the state and not 
given the voter till he applies to vote. The 
names of the candidates of all parties are 
printed on the same ticket, and 
no one can be vyoted for whose 
candidacy has not been announced and whose 
nomination has not;been certified to by the 
election commissioners fifteen days before the 
election. The ‘‘understanding clause,’’ which 
requires that a voter must be able to read the 
constitution or understand the same when 
read to him, does not take effect till January 
1, 1892. The poll tax is increased from $1 
to $2. ;

Con- 
tempt of court seems to be definable only by 
the power which punishes it, and when it is 
recollected that that power is a human being, 
the phrase is likely to be defined differently in 
every court. There is a curious unconscious 
sarcasm, too, about the fact that the lower the 
court the higher the crime of contempt in its 
eyes, and the sterner the punishment. This 
fact ought to throw contempt upon contempt 
of court, but it does not.’’ 

A definition will hardly ever be reached 
until a test case is made. To be sure the 
court cannot be expected to allow itself to be 
run by the lawyers, but atthe same time the 
lawyers do not expect to be run by a court. 
W here these two expéctations clash, contempt 
of court arises. A test case might easily be 
made. Take the instance of the fining and re- 
moval from a courtroom of a lawyer who has 
bean selected bv aanan indicted for murder. The 
man is therefore deprived of defense, and 
when on trial for his life he has a right to have 
the best defense he may select. The court has 
ordered that until the fined attorney retracts 
he cannot practice in the court, and be assigns 
counsel for the prisoner. But suppose the 
prisoner says: ‘“‘I shall have noone but the 
man whom I selected to defend me!” What 
is the court to do? Would not the 
trial in that case fbe liable to any kind 
of appeal and would not justice to the dead 
man be frustrated? Thisis but one question 
which may be asked in regard to that ih- 
tangible offense denominated contempé of 
court. 

Certainly a man may show contempt for 
court; but itis difficult to decide where the 
line may be drawn between contempt for the 
dignity of the court and contempt for the per- 
son who for the time being constitutes the 
court.

Kenny tothe bankers, claiming a prior lien 
on the funds. ‘‘The bankers did not mind 
that,’? continued Mr. Healy.

THE MAYBRICK GAGE, 


Coming Up Again Through an Insurance 
Policy. 

Lonpon, November 3.—In the court of appeals 
today argument was resumed in the appeal of the 
executors of the will of Mr. Maybrick (whose 
wife, Florence E. Maybrick, was convicted of 
causing his death) against the decision sustaining 
the insurance company refusing to pay the $10,000 
insurance on his life, the company holding the 
policy was void, as the testator’s death was caused 
by poison administered by his heir, Mrs. May- 
brick. 

Sir Edward Clarke, attorney general, on behalf 
of the defendants, argued that as the law did not 
permit the wife or other representatives of in- 
sured persons who committed suicide to receive 
insurance money, the law could not allow a person 
to profit by. his or her own criminal act. The 
master of rolls, Lord Esner, in summing up, 
gaid he thought the true construction of the 
policy was that the money should be paid to the 
executors in trust. 

If that was done and the receipts obtained, 
the respondents were not bound to see that the 
trust was fulfilled. After further argument 
the judgment was reversed.

TALK OF TONKIN. 


Something About the- Railroads in That 
Section. 


TRAFFIC =F GHINESE RAILROADS. 


Sas 


Obstacles Met in Building Railroads in the 
Celestial Empire—A Road Over Seven 
Hundred Miles in Length. 


TONKIN, September 15.—The western boun- 
dary line between Europe and Asia formed by 
the Ural mountains gained in importance by 
the fact that the branches of the European 
railroads end in Orenburg and Slatoust at the 
Ural. The Ural railroad has indeed crossed 
the mountains, but it only serves to unite the 
districts of the Volga and the Ob, and has _ re- 
mained without further connection. This 
state of things will oxperience a complete 
change in a few years, for the Russian treasury 
in 1891 has allowed 3,700,000 rubles for pre- 
paratory works on the Siberian railroad, from 
SJatoust over Omsk, Tomsk to Chaberowka on 
the Amur, a stretch of 5,312 miles. This 
gigantic enterprise will cost the Russian gov- 
ernment at least 350,000,000 rnbies before it is 
accom plished. 

Quite apart from the enormons advantages 
which Russia hopes to derive from the accom- 
plishment of the Siberian railroad, it is ofa 
most prominent importance to western Europe, 
For, throngh this railroad, atcient eastern 
civilization will be brought into choser contact 
with Europe, and thereby be constrained at 
last to acknowledge and adopt the attainments 
of European thought. Japan 18 already en- 
deavoring with great energy to accomplish this 
change in its political and sovial life, but China 
has always stood aloof and hasshowed indiffer- 
ence and even open enmity towards Kuropean 
discoveries and inventions. The histury of 
the railroad in China shows how difficult it is 
for the inhabitants to break with o!d-fash- 
ioned ideas and prejudices. The Siberian rail- 
road, however, which runs for over six 
hundred and twenty-five miles along the 
Chinese frontier, only separated by the Amur 
and Assuri, and which could convey a Russian 
army to the frontier in a very short time, will 
overcome the most stubborn cnemies of the 
Celestial Empire. It therefore seems quite 
appropriate at the present moment to some- 
what consider Chinese railroads, 

The treaty of Nankin signed on the 29th of 
August, 1842, which terminated the opium 
war, opened four of China’s harbors to the 
Iuropeans. Butthe contact of the Chinese 
with European civilization had by no means 
grown close enough to overcome their preju- 
dices agaiast foreigners, whose superiority they 
only acknowledge after an expedition of the 
English dnd French against Pekin, which 
opened nearly ail the principal harbors of 
China to foreign commerce. 

A few years later the English thought the 
time opportune to roveal to the Chinese the 
advantages of the railroad by giving them an 
example in the suburbs of Easton. It was 
only ten years later that the first railroad of 
China, about ten miles long, to connect Shang- 
hai with Wasung, on the Wusung river, was 
begun. Butit was only a year in use, as the 
Chinese could not get accustomed to the 
strange apparition. On the contrary, the em- 
bittered feelings of the owners of land and 
water conveyances, as well as the other people, 
who imagined that their trade suffered by 
the railroad, grew worse with every day. The 
burning down of some temp es, floods and 
other natural phenomena, which the super- 
stitious people declared were punishments in- 
flicted by the angry gods, were the occasion of 
plots and conspiracies. The superstitious ay- 
thorities offered no resistance and a revolt of 
the people broke out, ending with the destruc- 
tion of the railroad, 

Uther enterprises were started to introduce 
the locomotive into China, but only one of 
them succeeded. In 1878 the Kaiping com- 
pany, a well-known Chinese machine and 
miming company, resolved to buiid a railroad 
forty miles long, from Kaiping to Lutai, on 
the Sanbo, to work the coal mines of Kaiping. 
But the authorities of Pekin were 80 adverse to 
the enterprise that the company was obliged 
to abandon it. It resolved, however, in spite 
of all opposition, to build a canal. The per 
mission to build a railroad of seven 
miles was granted after a great deal 
of trouble, and _ the purchase of 
the land proved no less difficuit. At first 
tramways were used, but the bridges were 
built strong enough for trains, when the in- 
habitants would have become accustomed to 
them. The latter were in the beginning only 
emploved for freight in order not to pick a 
quarrel with the embittered people. This proved 
so successfu! that only the people living along 
the tracks, whose real estate had to be used 
for the railroad showed any enmity, while the 
majority remained indifferent or were even 
favurably inclined. 

The railroad question in China underwent a 
complete transformation since 1885. France 
obtained a tirm footing in Tonkin, Ruasia 
pushed the railroad through the Turkoman 
steppes and England, who seemed the last to 
approach the field, obtained bya bold political 
stroke the straits of Trawaddy and Brome as a 
road of commerce. So three European powers 
had pushed the boundaries of their countries 
little by little nearer to China, who was obliged 
to shorten the long distances of the gigantic em- 
pire by railroads. A small number of enlight- 
ened men, recognizing the danger threat- 
ening their - country only too well, 
went resolutely to work to incite those in 
power against the construction of rail- 
roads. The high government officials made 
among others the following objection: China 
being able to exist thousands of years without 
railroads, would also find them superfluous 
now. The more so as it was to be feared that 
the state religion wonld be injured by the in- 
novation. Many other quite incredible ob- 
jections were made, but the motives for the 
construction of thé railroad were so overpow- 
ering, and the fact that China imported for 
her “0,000,000 teals ($25,000,000) more than she 
exported, was s0 depressing that the 
government organized in the year 1885 
the construction of an extensive railroad net. 

It is an experience of long standing that, in 
acountry to which the railroad is still un- 
known, those people whofurnish the capital 
geverally decide about the manner of bui!ding, 
and have to furnish the building materials if 
they can do so at a cheap price. No sooner 
was it Known in China that the railroad ques- 
tion was the order of the day than Americans 
Germans, French and Engiishmen appeared 
on the scene to outrival one another. The 
Chinese government encouraged all who 
wished to participate in the construction of 
the railroads. it used the ex- 

rience of the foreigners, whose plans it then 
sanded over to natives to be carried out. Peo- 
ple who entertained the hope that with the 
introduction of the vaiteead + to China there 
would be an extraordinary demand for Euro- 
pean officials and engineers, and that China 
would be obliged to import from abroad al! her 
building materials, from the locomotives to 
the spades and pickaxes, were doomed to be 
disappointed. 

The Chinese government is well aware of 
the fact that its subjectsare able to imitate 
the acquisitions of western civilization with 
great facility and extraordinary success. It, 
therefore, resolved only to derive its samples 
from abroad, employing foreigners for the be- 
ginning as guides or teachers, in order to ban- 
ish everything foreign from the country as 
s00D as possible, and to make use only of 
Chinese and Chinese productions. It carried 
out, more than any other nation dared to do, 
Monroe’s assertion that a country should 
be entirely reserved to its inhabitants. 
So one candidate after the other retired and 
left the Chinese to themseves, who set to 
work to make use of the priceless treasure so 
easily attained by the prolongation of the 
Koiping line to Toxu, the harbor of Tientsin. 

¢ Toku-Tienstin railroad, being of 
strategic value, also promised to aim at the 
promotion of commerce in general, which 
gained the favor of the people. The court 
and officiais also came to a reconciliation, 
firstly, because Pekin, on account of its sur- 
rounding coast, is Jess throatened with a 
hostile attack, and, secondly, because the de- 
fenders of this enterprise occupy avery high 
tion. In the meantime, as the empress also 
vored the raliroad, it was a by 
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intention of the compan 

funds in the country itself was not sO easy a 
task as one had expected, for, thongh the in- 
vitation to subscription declared positively 
that the imperial! officials would have no in- 
fluence on the interior management of the 
society, yet the speculators of Tientsin put no 
faith in the assurance, and in the beginning 
bluntly refused to participate. The expe- 
riences of the Chinese Steamboat Company, 
which was managed by imperial officials with- 
out the shereholders having a voice in it, 
robbed them of all confidence. It needed, 
therefore, repeated assurances and upmis- 
takable endorsements to conquer this 
opposition, After raising the unds the 
distrust of the pie had to be 
overcome, so the vice king published acircular 
in which the value of the enterprise was ex- 
plained, the people were exhorted to peace 
and order,’and were promised that the trains, 
on passipg through the villages, would avoid 
the tieids and roads. It further promised that 
a just price would be paid for the land used in 
the railroad and that the owners of the depos- 
sessed land would have.no taxes to pay on it. 
The greatest difficulty existed, however, in 
the numerous graves which one did not think 
could be removed on account of the perpie'’s 
great veneration for their ancestors. ut they 
quieted somewhat the anxiety of the relatives 
in promising to compensate them by the pur- 
chase of new burial grounds. 

In spite of all this, the building of the rail- 
road met with considerable obstacles. Large 
crowds of armed workmen behaved in 4 very 
hostile manner, having to be repeatedly driven 
away from the tracks. This hatred was es- 
pecially directed against the foreign engineers, 
who were employed to conduct the works, 
However, on October 2, 1888, the whole rail- 
road was opened with great solemity and the 
company resolved to lengthen their line sixty 
miles from Tientsin to Tunghtchou, lying 
close to the gates of Pekin and nearly eighty- 
two miles from Kaiping to Shanhaikowaun, 
where the Chinese wall meets the sea. The 
government gave its consent and thé company 
went energetically to work, But hun- 
dreds of drivers and boatmen, in the fear 
of losing their livelihood, sent the vice- 
king the most urgent petitions against the 
construction of a caiipend to Pekin and thou- 
sands daily crowded around his palace to ob- 
tain an interdiction to the building. To make 
matters worse, a fire broke out in the royal 
palace in Pekin, and the enemies of progress 
won the day. Towards the end of January, 
1889, the company was obliged to discontinue 
building for the time heing. The company 
fared still worse in 1890. The Sanho over- 
flowed its banks and the disaster was attribu- 
ted to the railroad. The 
dam, pierced it through in several places and 
so left a tract of six miles to thé mercy of the 
flood. 

The same inconsistency which makes a re 
solve and abandons it at the first slight oppo- 
sition, was seen in building the railroad Tien- 
tsin-Kaiping, is constantly coming to light in 
the rest of their projects, for instance .he 719 
niiles long railroad from Lukoakiao to Han- 
kon, for whose building the order was already 
given when. the burning of the Heavens tem- 
plein Pekin caused it to be ‘ndetinitely post- 
poned. Those who are acquainted with the 
Chinese state affairs aftirm that this was 
only a pretext, and the real cause is 
to be found in the comple e exhaustion of the 
imperial treasury. But as tho nation is only 
willing ‘to spend native capital in accom- 
plishing the railroad enterprises, it is to be 
supposed that the Chinese merchants will risk 
no money in it until they see some progress in 
the matter, and as 10,000.000 taels ($50,000,- 
000) are necessary to make a satisfactory be- 
ginning, nothing remains to be done bat to 
postpone it again until the necessary sum is 
raised. And they deem it wiser to wait until 
that time than to pay a heavy interest on a 
loan. 

Many other projects for a southern, western 
and northwestern railroad, are under consider- 
ation, but the plans have as yet reached no 
maturity whatever. 

When these projects will be put into execu- 
tion is known only to the Chinese gods, and 
perhaps not quite clearly to them either!

CATCHING CONVICTS, 


for Them. 


WHOLE HERDS OF ZEBRAS CAUGHT 


’ 
The Governor of T'eunessee Issucs «4° 
Proclamation Offering Rewards for 
the Conviction of the Liberators. 


KnoxviLur, Tenn., November 3.--{ Special. } 
The serenity of this city has been disturbed 
today by thearrival of bunches of convicts 
who have been captured since their release. 
Indications are that the great. majority of 
those who were released will be recaptured. 
What will be done with them, remains to be 
seen. Sooner or later, however, they will be 
returned to the mines with force enough to 
hold them there. 

Reports from Nashville are to the effect that 
the governor will put a big force at the mines 
when the convicts go back. Here in Knox- 
ville the feeling is that the law must be upheld 
while it stands on the books. The miners 
have forfeited public sympathy by their vio. 
lation of law. 4 

The Governor's Proclamation. 

Governor Buchanan tonight issued a procla- 
mation similar to that issued at Knoxville, 
offering $5,000 for the conviction of. the 
leaders of the mob that released the Oliver 
Springs convicts, and $250 for each member of 
the mob. 

What the Gevernor Says. 


The situation has been rather quiet today 
regarding Briceville affairs. The governor 
has laid out a vigorous line of policy which he 
will carry out. Itis thought a part of that 
policy is the arming of a larger guard at each 
of the remaining prisons. In any case some 
heavy boxes were sent from the state armory 
to the express oflice and consigned to officials 
at Tracy City and Inman. These boxes were 
about the right size to carry from thirty to 
fifty stand of arms. The oiticials at the capi- 
tol, however, had nothing tosay in this con- 
nection. 

“There should have been no release of 
these convicts,” said the governor, ih his most 
vigorous way. ‘‘There should have been a 
heavy guard at each of these prisons. The 
trouble has been that the lessees and the rep- 
resentatives of the state have each refused to 
pay forextra guards, and there have been 
none.’’ 

The governor was here reminded that the 
board of inspectors had authorized, without 
qualification, the employment of all the guards 
necessary. 

“Then the guards ought tohave been em-- 
loyed,”” he said, ‘‘and the stockades should 
ave been defended with powder and ball. 

The two remaining prisons must be defended 
vigorously, for defending these prisons is not 
only sustaining the law, but it is defending the 
good citizens of the state against danger from 
the criminals at large.” 

“I think,’ becontinued, “that these prisons 
must be guarded and the matter of cost settled 
afterward by the courts. I have instructed 
Superintendent Wade to take vigorous ac- 
tion.’’ 

In evidence of the governor’s desire all the 
time to prevent a possibility of such ag event 
as bas occurred, he has responded promptly to 
every request of the prison lessees. On one 
occasion they requested more arms, and the 
adjutant general shipped twenty stand of arms 
to Briceville, and the operators there refused 
to take them out of the express office because 
the charges were not prepaid. 

Telegranis are arriving from every section of 
East Tennessee and Kentucky asking for in- 
formation as to the rewards, and announcing 
the capture of released convicts. Among those 
received today, John Dunn, of Bergin, Ky., 
telegraphs: : 

Have six convicts. Advise me as to their dis- 
position, All are colored, : 

James M. Hamby, sheriff of Lansing, Ten- 
nessee, telegraphs: 

Forty-one convicts from Oliver Springs are 
under arrest here. ShalllI bring them there, is 
there a reward, and how much and expenses? 
Will turn them loose soon, Answer quick.

A Tennessee Girl Whe Took Up Her 
Father's Business and Paid His Debis. 
From The New York Advertiser. 

Amelie Rives gave tothe world of fiction a 
rather strong and interesting character in 
‘‘That Farrier Lass o’ Piping Pebworth, who 
could shoe a horse as well as any man.” 

Whether or uot this farrier Jass was purely a 
creation of Miss Rives’s fancy the fiction is now 
justitied by fact in the person of Miss Frances 
Cunningham, of Memphis, Tenn. 

Miss Cunningham owns and manages a 
smithy and wagon manufacturing and repair 
shop. She can do anything from lifting upa 
horse’s foot and nailing on ashoe to putting 
together the newly manufactured parts of a 
carriage, road cart or wagon. The history of 
this young woman isan interesting one, and 
one which should stimulate the courage of 
many another poor girl who finds herself sud- 
dénly left on the world, not only dependent 
upon her own resources for self-support, but 
with a family depending upon her for all the 
necessaries and comforts of life. 

Five or six years ago Miss Cunningham’s 
father, manufacturer of the “Cunningham 
wagons,’*’ much used throughout the south, 
died at his home in Memphis, leaving a widow 
with two sons and three daughters to mourn 
his loss. For a number of years before his 
death fortune had not been kind to Mr. Cun, 
ningham. Reverses beset him on every side, 
aud he found himself, when he came to die- 
severa! thousand dollars in debt. Being a 
man of much pride and of. honest principles 
he chafed under this indebtedness. It seemed 
the strongest regret of his §deathbed that he 
should leave his finances in such an embar- 
rassing condition. His last request was that 
his eidest unmarried daughter, Frances, should 
free his name from debt. 

Strange that the father should have faith 
that one of his children, and that, too, a 
daughter who had had no training whatever 
for business and reared in the south, where 
women afte educated to be more dependent 
than in any other part of our country, might 
be able to do what he had not done, that she 
could lift an indebtedness which he could not 
avoid contracting, but he did have such faith 
and, on the promise of Frances that she would 
devote her life to clearing her father’s name 
from the stain of debt, he died contented. 
The widow, as the daughter expressed it, ‘‘did 
not know the least thing about business.” 
The boys were yet too young to be depended

upon. 

Pat the time of the father’s death the cred- 
itors wished to take the wagon shop and bunsi- 
ness for whati¢t was worth, feeling sufe that 
they could hope for nothing beyond that. The 
friends of the family urged them to let it go, 
as there were none of them who knew anything 
about the business, or could make anything out 
of it if they aid. The mother willingly yielded 
to their persuasions, but Frances, against the 
will of her mother and the opposition of alj 
her friends, steadily refused to give up the bus- 
iness, stoutly maintaining that she could run , 
it and she would. 

She had promised her father that she would 
pay off his debts, and she meant to doit. And 
she did it. Her father’s faith has been re- 
warded, and every dollar of the debt which be 
left his family as a heritage has Been paid.

Origin of Visiting Cards. 
From Harper's Young People. — 

It is said that we owe the invention of visiting 
eards to the Chinese, ond even 66 long ago as the 
Yong dynasty (618—907) visiting cards were usel 
in China. No nation observes so strictly the cere- 


es in regard to the ing of visite as the 
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Tammapny’s Triumph. 

In New York the republicans chose 
the issue on which they went before the 
voters. They could not discuss the tariff 
question successfuily before the farmers 
in the country districts, and they could 
not defend the republican silver law of 
1890 either before the financiers or the 
farmers. They could not attack, with 
any hope of popular sympathy, the 
splendid administration of Governor Hill, 
and so they chose to make Tammany 
the issue. Jacob Sloat Fassett, the re- 
publican candidate, taking the cue from 
his master, Platt, the man who nomi- 
nated him, has been going about the 
state with a stuffed tiger, representing 
Tammany, and this effigy he has kicked 
and cuffed until all the muscles in his 
body must be sore indeed. With nothing 
to bang on but this stuffed tiger, Fas- 
sett has been confined to a narrow and 
an uninviting field, but he has carried 
his part of the programme off surpris- 
ingly well. 

To do this successfully has required 
all of Fassett’s native fortitude, assisted 
by the metropolitan audacity which he 
has-acquired since he took service under 
Platt. He has berated and banged the 
stuffed tiger with a serene countenance, 
although the collar and chain with which 
his master controlled him rattled and 
shook at every movement he made. 
Taking all these things into considera- 
tion, it must be admitted that Fassett is 
a very cool hand indeed, and his nerve 
will doubtless commend him very highly 
to the Harrison administration. 

So far as the Tammany tiger is con- 
cerned, it is feeling very comfortable in- 
deed. At one mouthful, it has swal- 
lowed Fassett, Plattisny and the whole 
mugwump brood, and when this con- 
glomerate and fraudulent mess passes 
through the patent digesting machine, it 
will not be in the humor for meeting 
any more tigers in the road. Mr. Fassett 
was playing with a stuffed tiger. He 
now knows what it is to be handled by 
a real democratic tiger. 

In 1888, the democrats were ineéexperi- 
enced enough to make overtures to the 
mugwump element. We all know what 
the result was. This year the republic- 
ans have been compelled by the exig- 
encies of the situation to try the same 
experiment, and the result is what might 
have been expected. No political party 
can hope to sail the high seas with 
safety while the name of the mugwump 
Jonah is on the passenger list. Thus 
Captain Platt made two mistakes. He 
attacked the most thorough-going demo- 
cratic organization in this country, and 
he offered a free passage to the mug- 
wump Jonah. The result is a demo- 
cratic victory of which the party may 
well be proud. 

It may well be believed that Boss 
Platt did not egg Friday Fassett on Tam- 
many without a wholesome fear of the 
result. But he knew that a discussion of 
state and national issues would ceriainly 
be fatal; whereas he hoped that an an- 
imated and audacious exhibition of the 
stuffed tiger would create a diversion 
and call to his aid the so-called ‘‘re- 
formers.’’ To that extent it happened 
as Platt hoped, but the moment that 
‘Tammany was made an ‘issue, that mo- 
ment the democratic party was harmon- 
ized and ready for the fight which has 
resulted in victory. 

The objections to Tammany are only 
such as would occur to a non-party man 
like George William Curtis, who has 
been led by his eock-a-hoop attitude as a 
reformer to give a cordial support to 
Plattism, which is all that political fraud 
and corruption can make it. 

The worst that can be said of Tam- 
many now is that it represents the un- 
changing apd unchangeable forces of gen- 
uine democracy, and this is its crime in 
the eyes of the mugwumps and sham re- 
formers. It represents the democracy 
“dear to the heart of Jefferson and Jack- 
son; it believes that when the people 
vote a party into power that that party 
should take complete eharge and _ hold 
itself responsible to the people for the 
results of its administration. That is the 
democracy which Mr. Cleveland now en- 
dorses, which Governor Hill advocates 
and which all democrats endorse, 

Long live Tammany! May its strength 
imcrease and its victories multiply! 


American Corn in Europe. 
The announcement is made that our con- 
’ suls abroad will make another effort to in- 
troduce American corn in Europe as an 
article of diet, 

It is somewhat singular that this has not 
been successfully done long ago. We are 
able to supply thé poorer classes of Europe 
with a substantial article of food much 
cheaper than the rye and wheat which they 
have been buying and eating for thousands 
of years. The European prejudice against 
corn will have to yield to a better knowledge 
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of the virtues of that article of food. Under 
the circumstances, the action of.our consuls 
in attempting to popularize Indian corn 
abroad deserves the highest commendation. 
With a few experiments publicly conducted 
the people of Europe will be willing to ac- 
cept American corn as a satisfactory substi- 
tute for both rye and wheat. 

It is true that the experiment has been 
tried before, but that is no reason why it 
should not be tested again under more 
favorable conditions. If we show the people 
across the water what can be done with 
Indian corn, with our various methods of 
cooking, it goes without saying that they 
will give up their prejudices and accept the 
American staple. If they refuse, after a 
satisfactory test, to accept it, they will show 
that they are too unreasonable to be con- 
sidered in the premises: 

In the course of the next two or three 
years it is quite likely that American corn 
will be as popular an article of diet in 
Europe as it is in this country.

The Result in Ohio. 

Amid the great rush of glorious demo- 
cratic victories from all parts of the 
union, it is to be regretted that Ohio 
cannot be included in the growing column 
of democratic states. 

The indications are that McKinley is 
elected governor over Campbell by about 
15,000 majority. 

Governor Campbell, however, is a hero 
in defeat. No man ever led a nobler 
fight or ever stormed more earnestly the 
barricades of tlie enemy. But he under- 
took more than was human to accom- 
plish. Safely guarded behind the breast- 
works of boodle and republican corrup- 
tion, McKinley has held the fort, and 
his flag floats in triumph in Ohio. 

Practically unaided from the outside, 
and with an exhausted democratic cam- 
paign fund, Campbell has borne bravely up 
against greater odds than it was possible 
for him to overcome.

In this new country of ours new condi- 
tions have developed a new disease. It is 
called nervous prostration. 

A man rushes along attending to his busi- 
ness or to the duties of his profession, and 
suddenly finds that he can neither eat nor 
sleep, Then he takes anervine. He rises 
in the morning and has hardly strength 
enough to dress himself. He wakesa feeble 
show of swallowing his breakfast, and then 
goes down town to attend to the work of the 
day. By dinner time he is over the worst 
symptoms, but they come on again at night. 
He dozes two or three hours, and lies awake 
until the next morning. He feels weak and 
shaky. Strangers say that he is drinking, 
but the fact is, the poor fellow could not 
swallow a drink if he wanted one. 

The victim of nervous prostration worries 
along in this way for days or weeks. Some- 
times he dies suddenly, but in the majority 
of cases he gets temporary relief, and in a 
short time finds himself in the same fix 
again. Whatisthe remedy? It is one that 
the ordinary business and professional man 
cannot take. It is rest and a chaege of 
scene for several weeks or months. This is 
something beyond the reach of the average 
American. Early in life he gets into his 
special groove, and hastorun through to 
the end. It is easy enough to protest 
against this, and say'that it is all wrong, 
but we cannot revolutionize the conditions 
of our social and business system. The 
chances are that in the near future nervons 
prostration will loom up as the most destruc- 
tive disease in this country. It may not 
kil], but it will retire from active life thou- 
sands of our most useful and’ promising citi- 
zens, 


The Retiring President of the Library. 
At yesterday’s meeting of the directors of 
the Young Men’s library the president, 
Professor W. M. Slaton resigned his po- 
sition, assigning as his sole reason the 
pressure of professional work. His rela- 
tions with the board have been harmonious 
and they have worked together with a zeal 
rarely equaled by any similar body. On ac- 
count of their pleasant relations with the 
president, and especially because of’ their 
high appreciation of his personal work for 
the library, the directors were reluctant to 
accept his resignation, and did so only upon 
realizing that it would not be reconsidered. 
President Slaton’s work for the library 
has been unprecedented in the annals of 
that institution, and.the close of a brilliant 
administration like this is worthy of more 
than passing notice. By individual effort 
the retiring president has added 889 mem- 
bers to the roll of the association within the 
past three years, and his work and enthu- 
siasm have been felt in every department. 
He has been a wise executive officer, an 
impartial president of the board, and 
withal a model head for such an institution. 
His work will be sorely missed and he leaves 


a vacancy which will be exceedingly hard 
to fill, His successor, whoever be may be, . 
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bility whict been so ably and worthily 
carried, Profegsor Slaton has brought about 
a sympathy between the schools and the 
library which is vety fortunate and may be 
made the basis of very great'usefulness, It 
is largely due to the same admirable efforts 
that a majority of the teachers in the public 
schools are enjoying the benefit of member- 
ships in the Young Men’s library, and the 
reading thus stimulated is already bearing 
fruitin new evidences of culture among 
this admirable corps of instructors. 
Professor Slaton’s resignation contains 
statements of which any man may be prond, 
and they are literally true, as attested by 
every member of the board.

ABOUT THE SCHOOLS, 


Superintendent Slaton Talks Interestingly on 


This Subject.. 


Itisa patent fact that Atlanta needs at 
least two new school buildings, and must have 
them, if all the school children in the city are 
to be accommodated. 

This question is already agitated and will 
soon demand the attention of the city council. 

Anent this educational need Superintendent 
Slaton talked interestingly yesterday toa re- 
porter of Tug ConsTituToN, 

‘I have,” said he, “yesterday and today 
visited all the white and colored schools in the 
city, and I am gratified to report that they are 
in better condition in every respect than they 
ever have been. The school machinery is 
working as smoothly as I could desire.” 

“What about the report that some of the 
schools are overcrowded ?” 

“It iss mistake,”’ replied Major Slaton. ‘It 
is true every school is tilled to its capacity, but 
we make it a rule not to permit overcrowding. 
We do not allow this, for it would impair 
the usefulness of the schools and handicap the 
teachers. If we had two more first-class 
schools, thoroughly equipped, wa could fill 
them with pupilsin less than a 


must have them before long if 
give school privileges to all th¢é children in 
Atlanta that are entitled to thém. Children 
are applying tome every day for admission 
into the schools. Over three thousand new 
names are recorded in my books, and severa) 
hundred of these are not yet accommodated 
with seats. Weare doing the best we can 
under thecircumstances. A few days ago I 
was interviewed regarding the kind of men 
we should send to the mext general 
council, and I said we require men 
of nerve, and brains, and foresight 
and emphasized this; but one thing I 
omitted. I desire to say that we need men 
who will pursue a more liberal policy in the 
matters of education; men why have a- just 
conception of Atlanta’s needs in this direction 
and who will be nervy enough to meet them 
by generous appropriahons for the public 
schools. As a general thing the people of 
Atlanta do not give this subject enough con- 
sideration; they are not in touch with the 
movement. If any intelligént citizen will 
come with me any day and go the rounds of 
the schools, he wili have his eyes opened and 
get a proper idea of the important work the 
public schools of Atlanta are accomplishing.”’ 
Soon after talking with Superintendent Sla- 
ton the reporter encountered Mr. G. V. Green, 
a member of the board of public instruction of 
Philadelphia. For several weeks Mr. Green 
has been in Atlanta studying the public insti- 
tutions of this city. 
‘Before leaving your altogether charming 
city,’’ he said, ‘I wish to say a few words 
touching your public school system. I 
have visited every public school, white and 
colored, and have closely studied your system 
of instruction. I am impressed with its many 
admirable features, avd I have got some ideas 
which can be introduced in Philadelphia with 
advantage. The colored schools of your city 
are, 1 tind, on an equal footing, so far as 
equipment is concerned, with the white 
schoo!s. The negroes are certainly not dis- 
criminated against so far as education in the 
public schools is concerned.”

A Sensational Suit of Four Years Ago 
Revived. 


THE GIRL RESTORED TO HER MOTHER. 


The GirlIs Now Fifteen Years Old—Her 
Mother Has Reformed and Is Mar- 
ried—Judge Clarke’s Decision. 


Judge Marshall J. Clarke passed yesterday 
morning an order which revives a sensational 
case that cut a figure in the superior court 
some four years ago. 

The proceedings at the time were fully re 
ported ia Tux Constitution, and the facts 
will be recalled easily by many peoplein At- 
lanta who watched the case with interest. 

It was a contest for the possession of & 
child, eleven years old, named Ila May. The 
fight was between Mrs. Sarah C. Guthrie, her 
grandmother, and Mrs. May. 

The child was a black-eyed little beauty of 
remarkable intelligence. She was the princi- 
pal witness against her mother, and it “was 
mainly on her story that the judge decided the 
case. She testified that her mother was not 
what she should be. Her affecting narrative 
impressed all who heard it. 

Mrs. Guthrie also swore that her daughter 
was not a proper person to rear tbe girl and 
she gave many facts to corroborate this state- 
ment. 

Mrs. May was placed on. the witness stand 
and told her story. Her testimony plainly 
disclosed the fact that what her daughter 
and mother had said regarding her reputation 
was true, Shetacitly admitted that she was 
not leading a correct life. 

Mrs. May was wealthy, and she was dressed 
elegantly when she appeared in court. 

The facts adduced disclosed also the bad 
character of the grandmother. 

Judge Clarke gave the case a patient hear- 
ing, and finally decreed that neither the 
mother nor the grandmother was a proper peér- 
son to raise the little girl. He signed an or- 
der giving the custody of the child to Mr. 
Moses C. Blanchard, who was duly appointed 
temporary guardian. 

The parting between mother and child was 
touching, and even the stolid bailiffs were vis- 
ibly affected. 

Judge Clarke’s decision was couched in pa- 
thetic language, and he admitted that he had 
never had a more painful daty to perform than 
to sign the decree separating the child and its 
mother and grandmother. 

The very day the order was filed Mrs. May 
quitted Atlanta. She went to San Francisco, 
where she lived several years. Then she mar- 
ried a wealthy and prominent citizen of 
Seattle, Wash., and removed to that city. 

The little girl was committed to the care of 
the Academy of St. Vincent de Paul, in Sa- 
vannah. She was subsequently transferred to 
the House of the Good Shepherdin New York. 

Ila May has developed into a beautiful girl, 
and she is now just fifteen years old. 

Judge Clarke was importaned to return the 
child to her mother. Satisfactory evidence of 
her change of life was furnished, and the peti- 
tion wis backed up by several letters of rec- 
ommendation. 

All the facts were considered by Judge 
Clarke, and yesterday morning he granted the 
mother’s prayer. 

The order of the court is as follows: 

Whereas, by an order dated January 5, 1888, M* 
C. Blanchard, who. had, by the previous order of 
this court, been appointed the custodian of Da 
May,agirilten yearsof age, and the daughter of 
the plaintiff in the above stated case, was an- 
thorized to contract with the House of the Good 
Shepherd, in the city of New York, for the rearing 
and education of said child, under the direction of 
this court, and subject to its order; and whereas, 
in pursuance of such authority, the said Blanchard 
did on January 17, 1888, make such contract, and 
said child has since, in accordance therewith, 
been inthe charge of such institution, having 
been received there under the name of Ila May 
Cook: and whereas the court is now con 
vinced that the welfare and happiness of said 
child will be promoted by entrusting her to the 
care of her said mother. 

lt 18 ordered that said House of the Good Shep- 
herd be authorized and directed to deliver said 
child to her mother, who is now Mrs. T. A. Sloan, 
and a resident of the city of Seattle,in the siate 
olf Washington.

Peter Daniels Declares Himself Re- 
signed 


TO MEET HIS IMPENDING DOOM. 


He Still Protests His Innocence—The Oon- | 


demned Man Talks Freely About 
Himself and His Affairs, 


Five weeks from Friday, Peter Daniels will 
expiate the crime of murder. ? 

In the presence of those designated by 
Sheriff Morrow, he will pay the penalty in the 
jail yard, between the hours of 10 and 4 
o’clock. 

Three legal hangings in one year isa prece- 
dent in the history of Atlanta. Throughout 
the entire decade between the years of 1830 
and 1890, there was not a single one. 

Daniels in appearance would be one of the 
last negroes imaginable who would impress 
one of being a murderer. He is un- 
usually well built, a man 0of forty 
with a strong, robust frame, and 
an enviable physique. As far as negroes 
can be called good-looking, Daniels is certainly 
such. 

He was seen in his cell at the jail yesterday, 
in the same little room where George Wash- 
ington spent his last days. His face lit up 
most pleasantly, and with a cordial ‘‘Howdy 
do”’ he extended his hand. 

‘I’m right glad to see you,” he said. “Don’t 
git much company now-a-days; folks is kinder 
fergittin’ me.”’ 

**Doesn’t your family ever call?” 

“Hain’t got any, fu’ther than my wife. She 
jest couldn't bear to see me here, knowin’ my 
fix, so she moved to the country several days 
back.” 

All this was said with the rarest good 
humor. Thecondemned man either had no 
appreciable idea of his impending fate, or else 
he was too hardened to care. 

So a casual observer would have thought. 

But in his face there was a gleam of intelli- 
gencé, and in another moment Daniels said: 

''I’se got to die soon, comin’ mighty early.” 
With an air of disdain, he raised himself and 
said: ‘*They kin take dis po’ frame; they kin 
have my body, but they can’t touch my sperrit. 
That’s safe. I’se sho to go to the blessed lan’. 
I prays durin’ the day, prays hard. I reads 
my Bible often, and—les me show hit to 
you.” 

He took from atable the coveted volume 
alluded to. On the fly page he pointed to 
these words: 

To Peter Daniels. 
lead you in the right way. From F. A. Miller. 

October 28, 1891. 

‘‘Mr. Miller,’’ he continued, “‘is a good man 
remembers me. Hesent mea bible with a 
powerfal good print and I prizes it fer it’sa 
mighty treasure. I hain’t got nuthin’ to be 
Bound to meet my Lord atthe 
golden throne. 1’m willin’ to go, if I has to.” 

‘“‘Have you ever confessed your crime yet, 
Pete ?”’ 

‘“‘No, sir, Idone nocrime. I’mas innocent 
as kin be. If it wuz the very las’ word I had 
to speak, between now and judgment day, 
with my las’ breath, I say, ‘I’m innocent.’ ”’ 

“Tell me somethiug about yourself,” was 
requested of him. 

‘*Well,”’ he began, “I was bornin Georgia, 
and belonged to Captain Rube Sanders. I 
came to Atlanta "bout fo’teen years ago, and 
has been drivin’ off and on mos’ of the time. 
I worked for Mr. Kingsberry, for Mr. Pratt, 
for Mr. Wellhouse, he’s the las’ man I was 
with, and bad I staid with him, I’d hev been 
allright. 

‘It wuz woman that done it,’”’ he continued, 
regretfully. “It wuz, fo’a fact. They brought 
this about.”’ 

Daniels spoke willingly and at great length 
about himself, his life and histroubles. Sel- 
dom did he lose his pleasant, almost happy, op- 
timistic manner. Once he referred to a lack of 
money as handicapping him. Then his face took 
on a look of mingled sorrow and indignation. 

Daniels spends his time reading the Bible, 
praying, and chatting with his fellow prison- 
ers. He is evidently perfectly reconciled to 
his fate, though realizing it fully.

General Harko, the vice- 
roy of poland, and General Politizer, the pres- 
ident of the theater, would not permit this. 
The inhabitants, who antic’ pated great pleas- 
ure from the play, demanded it, and finally 
the czar, who was at Copenhagan, was ap- 
peled to. He appointed a commission to 
visit Warshaw, and tinally after a tedious ex- 
amination and the display of red tape, the an- 
them was permitted to be sung in Polish. 

‘‘Another time I announced that I would 
play Hamlet on a certain night at this same 
theater. The Russian authorities at once in- 
sormed me that I could not produce the play. 
The reason given was that a king wax killed 
in the play, and that it would have a tendency 
to induce thepeople to kill the czar. In 
vain I explained that the tragedy of Hamlet 
was a family affair, but they would not let it 
be produced. 

“Another laughable incident was when I 
consented to recite ‘Little Red Riding Hood’ 
and ‘The Gendarme,’for the benetit of a char- 
itable institution. The viceroy and president 
of the theater made no objection to the pro- 
gramme until after the first recitation. Then 
they told me to leave ‘Little Red Riding Hood’ 
out of my list, because some people might see 
inthe wolf a retiection upon theczar. The 
next night the cheif of the genes-d’armes 
called and Imformed me that unless I omitted 
‘The Gendarme’ from the performance he 
would take us to the citadel. He thought it 
was a retiection upon his department. My 
husband, whose indignation knew no bounds, 
told the chief to do his worst, as we were 
bound to recite the piece. That was the last 
we heard of it. 

*T have also taken a great interest in the 
Hebrew question in Russia. I found on in- 
vestigation that the ordinary poorer ciass of 
Russians were treated as badiv as the He- 
brews. However, the latter have powerful 
friends on the outside and the grievances of 
the Hebrews in Russia are consiantly being 
printed in English and German journals. 

“My own experience in Russia wag not 
pleasant. The Polish colony asked me to come 
and play in St, Petersburg. They had ito 
theater but @ second-class one, but in order to 
please my countrymen I consented to come. 
One week before I left Warsaw I was noti- 
tied not to coine, as the Russian authorities 
had closed the theater. They closediten my 
account,” 

‘Did you ever come in contact personally 
with Rugsian officials, madame?” 

“Yes; andI found them the most venal set 
on earth. Money will buy every one of them, 
aud it does not take very much, either... There 
are any number of Hebrews in St. Petersburg 
who enjoy all the liberty and advantages ac- 
corded to the nobles of that country, simply 
because they are rich and can pay the ofii- 
cials. 
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Earthquake in Japan. 
From The New York Herald. 

Several private telegrams received in London 
dated Hiogo, reports a disastrous earthquake 
in Japan. <A severe shock was experienced at 
Osaka, a seaport town of 350,000 inhabitants 
on the island of Kondo, andin many things 
one of the tirst cities of Japan. The destruc- 
tion of life and property was very great. 

So severe was the shock that a number of 
houses were thrown tothe ground and many 
occupants caught in the faliing buildings and 
crushed to death. <A large number of persons 
succeeded in escaping trom their tottering 
homes only to meet death in the streets, There 
is no means at present of estimating the total 
loss of life; in fact, details of the catastrophe 
are very meager, as all telegraph wires in the 
districts affected were broken by the falling of 
poles. A dispatch, however, states that itis 
known that in Osaka alone the death list con- 
tains the names of 300 of the residents 6f that

MURDERED BY BANDITS, 


A French Doctor and His 
bushed. 

Paris, November 1.—The Petit Journal pub- 
lishes the news from Madagascar of the massa- 
cre by natives of French soldiers forming the 
escort of a medical officer. Advices say that 
while Dr. Beziat, chief of the medical staff of 
the French colony at Lubervieville, was de- 
ascending Bethseboka river to Majunza escorted 
by native soldiers forming a part of the auxiliary 
French force in that district, they were sud- 
denly attacked by a band of Madayascar ban- 
dits, who opened fire upon them from the 
river banks; where they had ambushed them- 
selves so successfully that the French doctor’s 
party was right under their rifles before the 
presence of the bandits became known. 

The native soldiers forming Dr. Beziat’s 
escort behaved bravely and promptly returned 
the tire opened upon them from the jungle. 
The doctor’s boat was Kept going down stream 
as fast as possible, while the escort answered 
the bandits’ fire. Dr. Beziat was one of the 
firsttosuccumb to the attack, He was shot 
through the body as he. was emptying his 
revolver at natives hidden on the banks, and 
as he staggered and was npon the point of 
falling a second shot hit him, causing him to 
fall into the river, where he was subsequently 
dispatched with assegais thrown by the bandits 
from their hiding places. Eight of tho native 
soldiers forming the escort were also killed by 
the bandits, who plundered the baggage of the 
doctor and took possession of everything port- 
able. A detachment of troops has been sent 
in pursuit of the bandits, but there is not 
much prospect that they will be captured un- 
less betrayed by other natives.

KILLED HER CHILD. 


Ida Byrd, & Madison Negress, Arrested 
for Infanticide. 


SHE SAYS A MAN INSTIGATED THE DEED,

She Confesses the Crime, but Charges the 
Responsibility to the Child’s Father. 
Carried to Madison,

A negress named Ida Byrd was arrested in 
the city yesterday morning, charged with in- 


fanticide. 

The charge against her is for ‘murdering her 
child, and she confesses the crime. 

Shenff Dexter, of Morgan county, arrived in 
the city Monday in search of the woman, and 
furnished the police with a description of her. 
He also told the story of crime alleged to have’ 
been committed by the woman. He said that 
about a week or ten days ago the dead body of 
a negro child was found near Madison. 

Ida Byrd was suspected of being the mother 
of the child, and when approached about the 
matter admitted that she was. When asked 
to explain the cause of its death she said it 
had been born delicate and had died a natural 
death. 

Her story was generally credited, and the 
true cause of the child’s death would probably 
have never been known, but for the suspicious 
conduct of the woman. The next day after 
she was asked about the child and its death, 
she gathered up her goods and chattels and 
unceremoniously absconded. This fact arovsed 
the suspicions of the neighbors and they re- 
ported the circumstances to the coroner and 
an inquest was held. A contusion on the 
child’s head verified the suspicions, and the 
coroner’s jury decided that it was a case of 
infanticide. A search was immediately 
instituted for the woman. The 
circumstances surrounding her sud- 
den disappearance cause the officers to 
think that she had come to Atlanta. In- 
quiries were made, and reliable information 
was received that the woman wasin Atlanta. 
Sheriff Dexter, on receipt of this information, 
left for Atlanta. On his arrival Monday he 
requested the city authorities to assist him in 
his search. Yesterday morning Detective 
Barrett located her and put her under arrest, 
She wanted to know for what she was arrested, 
and was furnished the information. At first 
she denied the story, but finally confessed that 
she had killed her child. 

Shéclaims that the father of the child is 
responsible for the deed. She says that after 
its death he suggested to her that the best way 
to do was to put it out of the way. 
This she would not agree to, but the man in- 
sisted. He outlined the troubie that it would 
be to both of them, and how easy to make 
way With it. Still she refused to killit; but 
the man, instead of acquiescing, insisted 
strongly. He begged and persuaded, and 
finally overcame her, so she claims, and to 
please him she consented to commit the crime. 
She took the child out a week ago last Sunday 
and struck it a biow on the head sufficient to 
cause its death. The man wil! also be arrested 
as an accomplice to thecrime. Sheriff Dexter 
left with the woman for Madison yesterday

A NEW SUGGESTION 


Which May Do Away with Some of the 
Chronic Grumblers. 

Brunswick, Ga., November 3.—[Special.]} 
One of our citizens, well up in thought about 
municipal affairs, suggests that in view of the 
annual grumbling of our citizens about the 
public expenditure of city finances, we adopt 
the plan now practiced in the city of Wilming- 
ton. 

That city hasa committee of audit and fi- 
nance, appointed by the governor, but recom- 
mended by the people. It is areal post of 
honor and selected from the business men 
of the city—such as are fartherest removed 
from politics. Each mensber is elected for life, 
Ail matters pertaining to the city passes 
through the hands of the council, but nothing 
pertaining to finances is done without the di- 
rection of this committee. They first look 
into the practicability, then order the work 
done, and after auditing the bilis they are paid 
by the treasurer. 

This. committee, since their inauguration, 
has brought up the city’s bonds from 60 cents 
to par value, and today have a sinking fund of 
$30,000 in bank. 

Another plan adopted by that city is that 
they elect each year fifteen aldermen, who in 
turn elect one of their members as mayor for 
that year. 

This does away with the usual self-appoint- 
ment of candidates for that office. 


Intensive Farming. 

ALPHARETTA, Ga,, November 3.—[Special.]

Will Be a Thing of the Past in the 
Years to Come. 


MERCHANTS CAUGHT FOR SUPPLIES. 


The Tenante Have Abandoned Their 
Pields and Left the Merchants to 
W histle for Their Money.

Fort Vauury, Ga., November 3.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The days of negfo farm tenants are 
about numbered in this section. There are 
very few, if any, in the country surrounding 
this piace who will be able to pay their debts 
this fall by disposing ofall their cottqn, save 
rent, corn and stock. 

Failure to Meet Their Debts. 

They are certainly ina deplorable condition, 
and their failure to meet their obligations is 
going hard with some of our mérchants, who 
borrowed money from the banks to furnish 
them mules and suppiies on a credit. About 
one dozen negro farin tenants have left from 
around here for parts unknown, leaving 


| their crops ungathered and their stock loose in 


the fields. If there is one tenant in this sec- 
tion who bas not had everything in his posses-

of the old, poor land formerly cultivated by 
negro renters will “‘lay out,” thus improving 
tself to a certain degree. 

A prominent farmer, one 
makes his farm support itselt and had to keep 
some mules standing in his Jot this year for 
want of hands, said to me yesterday: ‘‘The 
failure of the negro renters to meet 
their obligations this year is the best thing 
that ever bappened for the country. I know 
it will cause the supply merchants to lose a 
great deal, but it will ‘earn them a lesson 
they are not apt to forget. I for one am glad 
of the status of things and am sure it will 
benefit every land owner in this section by 


| making labor more plentiful and more easily 


The supply merchants are filling 
lots with mortgaged mules 
condition, which will be 
an expense to them until next 
spring, and perhaps longer, as they 
deciare empbatically they will not se}! them 
again to liegro renters on credit. 

The Cotton Crop. 

Fully % per cent of the cotton crop in this 
section has been gathered, and 75 per cent of 
it marketed. , 

The crop is estimated to be only about two- 
thirds of what it was last year, and it is worth 
a day’s journey to see he once happy negro 
farm tenant smile. Itis, indeed, hard times 
on them, and they will be put to the wits’ end 
to get something to eat from now until the Ist 
of next January, as there is no work for them 
to secure during the intervening time. 

The Mule and the Mortgage. 


Perry, Ga., November 3.—[{Special.]—It is 
being demonstrated nearly every day, in all 
parts of Houston county, that negro farm ten- 
ants gave to merchants last spring mortgages 
on mules to the ownership of which they never 
held a shadow of title. A justice of the peace 
told us that recently a merchant placed in his 
hands for forec!osure mortgages against twenty 
mules, s gned by tive negroes, and the mules 
belonged absolutely to the w» hite owners of the 
land the negroes cultivated this year.

From the Presidency of the Young Men’s 
Library Association. 


HIS RESIGNATION TENDERED LAST NIGHT 


The Close of a Brilliant Administration—A 
President Who Brought in Nearly 
Half the Membership. 


Professor W. M. Slaton has resigned the 
presidency of the Young Men's library, after 
a brilliant administration of nearly two terms. 

The resignation was presented to the board 
of directors at the meeting yesterday after- 
noon, and wasa complete surprise to most of 


“the board. The relations between the re- 


and the directors, who 
have served with him so _ harmoni- 
ously, are most cordial, and the only 
reason assigned for the resignation is the 
pressure of professional work. 


The resignation was as follows: 

_ATLANTA, Ga., November 38, 1891.—-To the Honor- 
able Board of Directors of the Young Men’s Library 
Association.—Gentlemen: T hereby tender my 
resignation as president. For fiveor six years | 
have been an active member of vour board, filling 
everv office except that of treasurer. I have given 
liberally of my time, thought, care, loyalty and 
love to Support and advance the interests of the 
Wibrary. Your friendly co-operation, kind and 
able counse), and personal regurd I appreeiate and 
treasure. For some time I have held the office of 
president at the expense of my projessional inter- 
ests. My plans for the library and my conception 
of its possibilities for good consume more time 
than I can give in justice tu other watters. 

[am somewhat proud to say to your honorable 
body. in taking leave of you officially, that since [ 
became president I have enrolled 264 members by 
my own exertions. Previously to wy election as 
president I added 125 new members, making 1n all 
389. Many of this number are teachers in our 
public schools. Since my administration began, 
the membersiyp has been intreased nearly 
50 per cent. I have centered attention on 
adding new members, because there lay the vital 
useful ess of your institution. Money and books 
and members have been the crying need of the 
library. If new members were brought in, money 
and books and members would necessarily follow. 
One thousand and sixty-three new books have 
been added during my incumbency. ‘The public 
school children b ve taken more interest in the 
library. and derived more benetit from its rich 
and varied treasures than ever before. The 
library bas been strengthened financially. A few 
years ago it had nocredit at all. Now business 
men fee! safe in extending any favors that may 
be asked. We have no floating debt. ‘There are 
$712.95 inthetreasury. The October collections 
wil] raise this amount above a thousand dollars. 
The addition of new members has been a potent 
factor in winning creiit, multiplying book pur- 
chases, increasing the number of alcoves, raising 
salaries, and popularizing and vitalizing the in- 
stitution, The day of art loans, bazaars, concerts, 
excursions,, banquets, and theatrical parties as 
means of raising money for the library has passed, 
in my judgment. Indivdual work by members 
of the board must be the substitute for the va- 
rious and ingenious methods adopted by our dis- 
tinguished predecessor in the upbuilding of your 
institution. 

In the early days of the library, novelty gavea 
charm and enthusiasm to methods then in vogue; 
but time has made them monotonous and unpop- 
ular. If you would maintain the present pros- 
perity and efficiency of the library, 1 insist that 
each member of the board must be inspired with 
a sense of responsibility, which spurns obstacles 
and kindles enthusiasm while working for the 
cause. 

i nave poured my energies and love into what- 
ever concerned the library’s welfare, emphasizing 
the importance of systematic lectures by famous 
thinkers, stimulating financial enterprises, and 
stressing the necessity of thoroughly competent 
and suitable offivers. I leave the iibrary in a 
prosperous condition, and in the bands of an able 

ard.

The introduction of the 
university extension*idea is practical and educa- 
tional. Ky united action your body can pay off 
the bonded debt of $13,000 before your next an- 
nual election.

In spite of his 
faults, Don Ciesar is a gentleman at heart— 
the type of the hero of chivalry, ever ready to 
protect the weak and punish the strong.

Decisions Rendered Monday, November 
2, 1891. 


REPORTED FOR THE CONSTITUTION 


By Peeples and Stevens, Reporters of 
the Supreme Court of 
Georgia. 


Fowler v. Gate City Natioual Bank. Acceptance. 
Drafts. Indorsement. Pleadings. Practice. 
Betore Judge M. J. Clarke, Fulton superior 
court. 

1, Where the drawee of a bill of exchange 
writes his name across the face of the bill, the 
Statute requiring acceptance to be in writing is 
complied with, the legal significance of such au 
act being that the bill is thereby accepted. 

2. The indorsee of a bill of exchange,in the 
absence of any notice on the subject, is entitled to 
treat the acceptor as the real debtor, and is under 
no duty to such acceptor toretain, or render avail- 
able, collateral securities for the payment of the 
bill recefyed from the payee and indorser thereof. 
A plea of non est factum must be sworn to, 
and generally the affidavit must be made by the 
defendant and not byanagent. The exception, 
if any, is stated in § 3449 of the code. 

4. A plea which neither admits nor denies that 
the plitntiff herself, or any one as her agent, ac- 
cepted the bill sued on, Dut sets up merely that 
the acceptance is not binding on her for the rea- 
son that said act was not in her legitimate busi- 
ness or for her benefit, but for the benefit of a 
third parsy and without authority, consent or 
ratification on her part, is insufficient.
